1. Whether commission of an overt act is an essential element of a conviction under 
18 U.S.C. § 1956(h), conspiracy to commit money laundering?
2. Whether the Supreme Court should resolve the split between the federal circuit 
courts on the issue of whether an overt act is an essential element of a conviction 
under 18 U.S.C. § 1956(h)?
3. Whether the district court abused its discretion in omitting an "overt act" element 
from its instruction on money laundering conspiracy? 
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
